Mr O-car Wilde, Ihe young English 


poet, <vtto has, wlibin tho past lew years 
acquired considerable cunoslti as a prom- 
inent flji ure In Ibe so called (esthetic move- 
ment in England, waa bora In Dublin, 
Oct 16tb, 1805 
He IK, therefore, twenty- 


six years old. His father waa Sir William 
WUde, of Merrlon Square, Dublin. Sir 
William was a remarkable man. ' He Wias 
a celebrated pbvslclan, and widely known 
through England and on the continent 
But.l outside of this, be was President bf 
tbe Irish Academy, an enthusiastic arah- 
icologist, Indefatigable in antiquarian re- 
search, and a frequent and brilliant con- 
tributor lo the press on his favorite sub- 
jects! la these pursuits the boy, Oscar, 
waa his constant and sympathetic com- 
panion.
